The expediency of this plan has been questioned by some 
on the basis that service without charge to those at a distance would 
be abused. These same persons, however, never question whether those 
who come into libraries abuse this privilege by asking for more books 


than they actually are able to use. 


It is evident that persons incompetent to make use of the collec- 
tions in scientific libraries do not take the trouble to visit them. 
Why then should it be supposed that those at a distance will request 
microfilm copies of material they are not able to use? To ascribe pure- 
ly acquisitive or selfish motives to persons engaged in scientifie re- 
search reflects on the fairness of those who make such imputations. The 
few who might deserve this reproack, should not deter us from rendering 
the aid which the many others so richly deserve. They of all persens 
devote their energies, usually entirely unselfishly, to matters designed 
for the general welfare. It is te the success of their activities that 
is due all real acquisitions to knowledge and their applications to hu- 


man progress, 


A scientific library serves its purpose only to the extent it suc- 
ceeds in placing its collections at the disposal of persons capable of 
using them for the advancement of science. Any method which contributes 
to this emi is certainly worthy of the whole-hearted support of every 


ambitious librarian. -
